BE 

3 ELONGATED? 


To be or not to be, that is the question. Whether it is 
better to add to tne elongated collection of just pass it by. 

To all collectors, an elongated j.s c coin that has been 
rolled between two rollers, one of which Its a design engraved on it 
so that as the coin emerges on the other side wo have a truly elon¬ 
gated coin with a. design r olle d on it„ 

Nov; then, in Dottle Dee’s bocl;, "The Elongated Collector", 
which is more or less the "hide" of an elongated collector, is 
a section which mention pieces that LOOK like an elongated but in¬ 
stead arc pieces that have been stamped on an oval planchct, instead 
of being rolled. A pictorial view is on one side and on the reverse 
a simulation of an Indian Head Cent or a Canadian cent. These pieces 
have been listed not because they are recognized as an elongated, but 
to show the collector what they arc and called as Guch, ’’Simulated 
Elongated Coins". 

So be it. They arc in existance and there are at least 18 
different pieces. If a collector wishes to add these pieces to his 
collection, it is their own personal choice. Some collectors won't 
even touch them. These pieces never were a coin and axe considered 
simulations only. 

So now then, consider v.hat I am about to say. If a coin is 
placed between two rollers, though both arc blank, it will uhdoubtly 
come out the opposite side in an elongated condition. 

I am sui’e that many collectors at some time or other ran 
into such coin, either on a cent, nickel, dime, quarter or whatever. 
Just as if it has been rolled over by a street err or train.

The "Tc be or not to be" part I am talking of is when a 
coin, is elongated in this manner and then has a message, name or 
something engraved, or stamped on it. 

What would this then be called or considered? It is a true 
coin . It was elongated . The only difference is that tho obverse is 
done by an engraving machine, by hand, or stamped with metal punches. 

As tc the pieces that have been stamped, in one sense of 
the word these could be considered, counter stamped, but as there is 
no design or anything else that these names arc stamped OVER, then 
it would not be a true countcrstr.mp. 

I myself had a few prc-rollcd coins and used my Company's 
trade mark stamp and stamped a few. I also stamped one person's name 
on one. This was before I got :..y own rolling machine. 

I have seen other stamped pieces around. I know that my few 
will n ver be recognized or listed, but they arc a variation, NOTE 
I said variation not Variety. * 

To be or not to be, that is tho question. What is your 
opinion of such pieces?
